St. Paul, Oct. 23.—Henry Spangen- 
berg, the fiance of Louise Arbogast, 
when called to the witness stand, 
flatly contradicted the testimony of 
Ida Arbogast that she did not know 
her father had been injured when she 
ran out of the house screaming the 
morning of the murder of Ixonia Ar­ 
bogast, for which his widow is on 
trial. 
Spangenberg lives 
at 
297 
West 
Seventh street, less than a block from 
the Arbogast home. 
He testified that 
be had been awakened early the morn­ 
ing of the tragedy in the Aibogast 
heme by hearing Ida walling on West 
Seventh street for somebody to come 
and help her father. 
This testimony is considered of ut­ 
most importance by the state for it 
welds the chain of circumstances go­ 
ing to show that the members of the 
Arbogast family were fully aware of 
the crime that had been committed, 
before the alarm had been spread in 
the neighborhood. 
Since the first day Ida Arbogast was 
put on th 3 stand County Attorney 
f)’Bi ion has been endeavoring to force 
t,n admission from her and her two 
sisters that she knew of her father's 
Injuries when she dragged her mother 
from Hie burning bed. The girl in­ 
sisted that she did not see her lather 
at ail that morning and Minnie Arbo­ 
r is t later gave similar testimony. 
The testimony of Henry Spangen- 
berg, notwithstanding his intimate re­ 
lations with th»» Arbogast family, does 
not go unsupported, for Isadore Abra- 
hamson was more emphatic in his 
statement J that Ida went along the 
rtreet screaming for somebody to hell) 
her father. 
Abrahamson is the boy 
who owns a newspaper route which 
brings him in the vicinity of the Ar­ 
bogast home and he was out looking 
after his carriers at the break of day 
on the morning of the murder. He is 
a bright looking boy, sixteen years 
old. 
Important W itless for State. 
Young Abrahamson is regarded as 
cue of the most important witnesses 
for the state' in a number of particu­ 
lars. 
He was the first person, outside 
the members of the family, to enter 
the Arbogast home the morning of the 
murder, and his testimony of how he 
came to the scene of the crime and 
what he saw there is regarded as emi­ 
nently essential to the state’s case. 
Upon entering tile house, Abraham- 
bon testified, he found three of the 
girls screaming and all excited in the 
hallway. 
They did not tell him what 
was wrong with their father, and he 
dashed up stairs when he saw the 
smoke. 
Half way up, Abrahamson 
said, he met Mrs. Arbogast on the 
stairs, and in his haste he brushed her 
against the banister. Rushing into 
the burning room he found the bed 
ablaze and the half-naked body of 
Louis Arbogast on fire in a number of 
places. 
While the boy was working to ex­ 
tinguish tho flames, and if possible 
save the pres irate form on the bed 
he said, a female figure stood in th* 


doorway of tho bedroom and watched 
everything he did. 
He could not sta'e 
positively who it was, but he said he 
was almost certain the half-clothed 
figure was one of the Arbogast wo­ 
men. 
Abrahamson bad the fire al­ 
most put out when Spnngenberg ar­ 
rived and helped him complete the 
work. The smoke in the room was 
stifling 
and 
Abrahamson 
went to 
throw open thv* windows, but he* found 
that one of them had already been 
opened. 
Sometime later when the firemen 
were at work upstairs, Abrahamson 
said, he was going down the back 
stairs, when he came across a blaz­ 
ing roll of cloth and feathers within 
three feet of tho bottom. It was 
about to communicate the fire to the 
woodwork, and he threw the firebrand 
into the yard. 
He could not state 
whether the burning cloth was a dis­ 
carded nightgown or a rug. 
Miss Flora Arbogast was again on 
the witness stand, but her testimony 
w**s of little importance, as she said 
she could remember little thai hap­ 
pened before and after the murder of 
her father.

The passenger train, which does not 
stop at Collin mile, was said to have 
been running tit a .rate of fifty miles 
an hour when the crash came.

It is said none of the passengers 
was killed, but that several men in 
the smoking car were injured.

Patrick Henry Mcl.'arren, by trade 
a cooper, by profession a lawyer and 
by vocation a politician, was one of 
the most picturesque figures in the 
political history of Greater New York. 
No leader was ever more roundly con­ 
demned, yet at the close of sixty-one 
years of lil3 life ne was probablv the 


i i ost strongly entrenched leader in 
New York st tte, and had even wielded 
some influence in national politics. 
Senator McCarreu was first recog­ 
nized as a coming leader in the days 
when David B. Hill was at the height 
of his power. 
In 1903 he w rested the 
leadership of Brooklyn from Hugh Mc 
Laughlin, who had held it for forty 
years.

23.—The gov­ 
ernment will have the finest lot of 
Buffalo in the United States, as a re­ 
sult of the action of I he National Bi­ 
son society, which recently purchased 
the Conrad herd and donated it to the 
national government. 
The first consignment of buffalo ar­ 
rived at Ravalli from Kalispell this 
week.

“Kalispell Chief,” believed to be 
one of the largest buffalo in the 
United States, was one of the animals 
unloaded.

HI FAVOR OF I BOHO ISSUE

President Again States His Policy in 1 


Regard to Plan of Inland Water Im- ; 


provomont— Speaker of the House 


Opposed the Scheme, Declaring He 1 


Would Not Dormont to Any Issue of ! 


Bonds— Want Cannon Eliminated.

Gregory, Tex., Oct. 23.—That a clash 
between President Taft and Speaker 
Cannon Is rapidly approaching be­ 
tonies more appnrsnt every day. The 
president In his address before the 
Inland waterways convention at Cor­ 
pus Christi, once more declared posi­ 
tively In favor of a bond issue large 
enough to carry through a compre­ 
hensive plan of Inland water improve­ 
ment. 
It was this project, first broached 
by Taft at tho conservation congress 
in Washington just before hie inaugu­ 
ration as president, that Cannon sat 
down on so hard, declaring that he 
would not consent to any issue of 
bonds. 
Similarly the speaker, since 
the president started on his tour, has 
declared flatly that there can be no 
pcstal savings bank legislation. 
The president remembers vividly 
how Uncle Joe packed the house con­ 
ference committee in the Tate tariff 
fight, aud he is not in a mood to tole­ 
rate much longer the pull back meth­ 
ods of the speaker. There will ba 
smooth sailing at the forthcoming ses­ 
sion of congress no doubt, for it Is 
not the policy of the president to im­ 
peril his whole programme by an open 
break with the speaker. 
But there Is 
that in the reiteration by the presi­ 
dent of his bond issue plan whieh in­ 
dicates a determination on his part to 
ftand his ground. 
In making the trip around (he coun­ 
try with the president the-correspon­ 
dents have learned that if there is one 
question 
about 
whieh 
Republicans 
everywhere are concerned it is with 
(he elimination of Cannonism. 
There are differences in the Middle 
West with regard to the tariff—dif­ 
ferences elsewhere on the conserva­ 
tion policy; but there is unanimity 
everywhere on the point that Cannon 
is rn incubus to the Republican party 
and that if the party lr compelled to 
carry him through I be next congres­ 
sional campaign, all hope of saving 
the house to the Republicans m a y as 
well be abandoned. 
This sentiment is prevalent in Illi­ 
nois and Minnesota, as well as in Ida­ 
ho, Montana, Oregon and California. 
It is shared by const rvatives as well 
as by radicals and a long distance pre­ 
diction may be hazarded that when 
the time comes, sufficient in flu en ce 
will be brought to bear upon the 
speaker to compel him to decline a re­ 
election to congress. 


FOR CONTEMPT 
OF COURT 


Prominent Minneapolis Attorney Sent 
to Jail. 
Minneapolis, 
Oct. 
23.—-Ernest 
S. 
Cary, one of the most prominent crim­ 
inal lawyers of the Northwest was 
sentenced to thirty day ^ in t ie coun­ 
ty jail by Judge Andrew Holt o' the 
Hennepin county district court for 
contempt of court. 
An hour later, 
after the sentence had been stayed for 
thirty days, the judge ordered the at 
torney placed in the county jail on 
repetition of the offence. 
Cary was defending John R. Parker, 
on trial on a charge of forgery. 
He 
was repeatedly warned by the court 
for his methods of cross-examining 
witnesses, and for his references to 
the presiding judge and the attorneys 
representing tho state. 
Judge Holt refused to listen to 
Cary’s friends, and no amount of bail 
could induce him to release the attor­ 
ney until Monday. It is also likely 
that the thirty-day rentence will be 
enforced. 


RESIGNATION OF FALLIERES 


Rumored That President of France 
Soon W ill Retire. 
Paris, Oct. 23.—Rumors are current 
that M. Fallieres will resign the presi­ 
dency of the republic soon. 
The Cr! de Paris, a weekly newspa­ 
per usually well informed and with 
strong political connections, quotes 
an anonymous person as saying “a 
new president will be chosen within 
four months.” 
Already discussion about M. Fal­ 
lieres’ probably successor has begun. 
M. Drisson, president of the chamber 
of deputies, is mentioned oftenest, but 
Maurice Berteaux, a deputy and *i 
former minister, is spoken of as a 
dark horse. 


A happy-go-lucky, stand up nnd fall 
down, genial, inconsequential spirit an­ 
imates the West Indian negroes in 
their labors and In their begging. 
From tho sweating tollers on the dock 
at Macorls loading sugar Into the 
steamers, 
with their warning cry, 
“Bee-low!” to the men In the hold, to 
the grinning boys hauling their fishing 
boats up on the beach at Dominica, 
they live from day to day and take no 
thought of tV.tr morrow. A West Indian 
negro with $50 will live for a year and 
never do a stroke of work. 
And why not? His living costs him 
only 9 cents a day. He has his little 
cabin for the occupancy. 
A mango 
tree grows in his yard, and he can 
pick plantains by the road at will, lf 
he is too lazy to bake 5 cents will buy 
bread for the family for the day, and 
a few cents more will buy a dozen 
small fish and one large one. A single 
garment does for the women, and $5 
will clothe the man for a year, while 
the pickaninnies run as God made 
them. 
The West Indies arc the paradise of 
the happy loafer. Every year the Is­ 
lands are combed from end to end for 
hands to work the great sugar planta­ 
tions In Santo Domingo, and at that 
the negroes must often be practically 
kidnaped to get them on the boats. 
In November of each year the sugar 
boats, little sloops and schooners that 
spend the remainder of the year trad­ 
ing among the islands get into the 
Santo Domingo negro trade. 
Their 
captains and supercargoes, when they 
have them, and the owners go up and 
down the islands telling the negroes 
that on a certain day the vessel will 
sail for Santo Domingo and take all 
who want to go to xvork on the sugar 
plantations. 
Take the little island of St. Martin’s 
for Illustration. For a week the island 
Is combed, and on the appointed day a 
dozen sloops and schooners are crowd 
cd into Mnrigot bay. The night before 
the negroes have begun to stream Into 
the little town that sleeps through the 
year, waiting for this one day to bring 
it to life. Boards are laid across boxes, 
nnd rum and whisky are set out to 
arouse the negroes to the pitch that 
will carry them out to the vessels 
bound for the plantations. 
All day the men stream Into the 
town, traveling barefooted along the 
sandy roads, swept In by the sailors, 
singing their song of riches to be bad 
for the asking. Ahead of the men w-i’k 
their women, toting heavy boxes > i 
their heads, while the men are dr es 
I 
in their best, with a cocky straw ’’ f 
perched on one car, swinging a d c ^ • 
cane and carrying their shoes in Iu >'r 
hands. At the outskirts of tho t«»wu 
they put on their shoes nnd s v !,>r 
gayly up to the open air bars on Hie 
beach. 
The women lug the big boxes 
v. q 
to the beach and wail at being V-ft 
alone until they. too. become t i <1 
with the excitement of the seen 
. 
urge their men folks on. 
The mon 
hang back and laugh and drink and 
deny that they are going. 
“Is you gobi’. Big Tawm?” 
“Nnw, Ail aln’ goin’. 
Ah jus’ come 
tuh see.” 
“Yas. yo* is goin’, Big Tawm. Git iii 
dat boat.” 
“Come on heah, boy. Ya. ha!” 
And all the time the rowboats, load­ 
ed to the gunwales, are ptying back 
and forth between the shore and the 
sloops. By sundown the beach is swept 
clean and six little sloops and a schoon­ 
er make sail nnd drift out of the har­ 
bor on a dying breeze, loaded down 
with a thousand black men and wo­ 
men, who will wake in the morning 
with a raging thirst. 
Then woe be to 
the captain who has not filled his wa­ 
ter casks, for there is sure to he at 
least one body to he given to the sharks 
after the fight around the butts! 
When the vessels drop anchor off 
Macoris the plantation foremen come 
off and look over the cargoes aud pay 
the shipmasters $2.50 each for passage 
money for the negroes. 
Then the 
blacks are herded ashore and are cred­ 
ited with 30 cents a day for a month 
for working from sunrise to sunset in 
the cane fields. By that time the $2.50 
passage* money is paid back. 
Then 
they receive their 30 cents a day in 
cash for the next six months until 
the cutting aud grinding season is 
over, when the sloops show up again 
and take them to their homes foe $2.50 
each, paid in advance. 
The foremen collect from the planta­ 
tion owners 63 cents a day each for 
pay for the black hands, but with their 
share of the money the negroes can 
live for a year nnd a half before they 
have to think of doing another day’s 
work. 
And they do it. 
Year after 
year the trade is plied, and the islands 
are combed for men for the planta­ 
tions, nnd year after year the negroes 
return home to eighteen months of lazy 
joy.—New York Tribune.
